The advance sale of admission tickets to Ed- 
monton’s big summer fair has opened. The tickets 
are being offered at five for one dollar, as was 
done last year. 

Almost any kind of a show would be cheap at 
that price. The poorest country fair held in Can- 
ada would be well worth a visit at the cost of 
only twenty cents. One would have to be blind, 
deaf and dumb who could not get the worth of his 
money at that rate, in entertainment or in useful 
information. 

Edmonton's fair is provincial in everything but 
name. That makes the admission, at the advance 
sale price, trifling. The tickets should sell like 
the proverbial “hot cakes” throughout central and 
northern Alberta, as well as in the city. 

It will be well to stock up early, lest one for- 


get. The fair opens on July 17th, less than six 
weeks from date. Time passes quickly, and mem- 
ory fails It will pay to get a strip or two 


of the tickets at once, and make sure of seeing 
the fair at the bargain price. 


PLANT THE FORESTS 

For the first time in four years southern and 
central Saskatchewan has been drenched with 
heavy and frequent rains. The moisture supply is 
said to be sufficient now to mature the crops, if 
no rain fell, provided the summer is not unusually 
hot or windy. 

Throughout the west, and all Canada, there will 
be rejoicing at the breaking of the prolonged 
drought that has cheated that highly productive 
region out of successive crops, destroyed the 
accumulated wealth of its people, withered their 
hopes, and robbed them of almost everything but 
courage. May their harvest be bountiful even 
beyond the present promise. They deserve that 
and need it in the grim reality of the word. 

It is to be hoped the return of better conditions 
will not too quickly obliterate the memory of the 
drought and the necessity of providing so far as 
possible against another periodic visitation of lean 
years. Central and Southern Saskatchewan needs 
more forest arezs to induce and conserve moisture, 
more shelter belts to check the drying winds, more 
lakes to store up water and provide evaporation 
areas. 

These facts have been emphasized during the 
last three years. A public anti-drought policy 
has been urged, consisting in the planting of for- 
ests, the building of dams and the creation of 
lakes and sloughs. The recurrence of a wet sea- 
son, or a series of them, should not cause this 
wise counsel to be forgotten or neglected. Else 
another dry cycle may come along a few years 
hence, and the agony of cropless years have to 
be gone through again 


CANADA AND THE EASTERN 
WAR 


Canadians are urged io think about what Japan 
is and has been doing in north China. Those of 
them who read their newspapers understandingly 
can hardly have failed to note the significance of 
these operations and their possible meaning to 
Canada and Canadians 

Stripped of details the facts are that a swarm- 
ing and rapidly increasing population found them- 
selves cooped up on a group of small islands which 
could neither supply them with food nor with the 
raw materials for industry whereby alone they 
could buy food An outlet, somewhere, was de- 
manded by the most powerful of all human im- 
pulses, that of self{-preservation. 

To the north lay the unproductive Arctic regions, 
useless for colonizing purposes or industria] ex- 
ploitation. To the south there was no empty land 
nearer than Australia, to the east none closer than 
Canada. To the west lay northern China, sparsely 
populated, undeveloped, easy of conquest, easy of 
occupation, easy of colonization and development 

Admitting that the Japanese had to find an out- 
let somewhere, they the con- 
tinent of Asia, or go south to Australia or come east 
to Canada, and in any direction it was only by 
conquest they could occupy and till the land they 
needed 

If Canadians are slow to condemn the invasion 
of northern China it is because they recognize the 
alternatives. A powerful nation wil! not starve for 
want of land for its people to cultivate. treaties or 
no treaties. If the Jap. armies had not invaded 
nearby Asia, pressure of population would in 
time have forced them to invade Australia o: 
British Columbia. Only intellectual cowardice 
can ignore that unpleasant fact

The Premier and the Minister of Finance are 
now off to London, after consenting under pressure 
at the last moment to continue relief in the west 
until international policies which may be agreed 
upon there will have time to get into operation 
and produce results. It is to be hoped the other 
delegates at the conference will be richer in con- 
structive ideas for dealing with unemployment 
than the representatives of this Dominion.

TOOK LONG TO PAY THIS 
DEBT 
On this date in 1812, the 


schooner Lord Nelson, owned by 
James and William Crooks of 
Niagara, freighted with flour and 
a general cargo, sailed from Ni- 
agara for Kingston. Great Brit- 
ain and the United States were 
still at peace; but, in spite of 
that fact, when the Lord Nelson 
was passing through American 
waters, she was seized by the U 
S. cruiser Oneida, taken 
Sackett’s Harbor and condemned 
as a prize, although war was not 
declared until June 18. She wes 
libelled, sold and bought by the 
United States, which converted 
her into a war vessel, re-named 
her The Wasp and used her 
against the British. 

Admiral Yeo, ten days after 
war was declared, set out from 
Kingston in the hope of captur- 
ing Sackett’s Harbor and re-gain- 
ing the Lord Nelson, but the ex- 
pedition was a failure, owing to 
failure of the army to co-operate 
with the navy, and the ship re- 
mained in American hands. She 
was however, later sunk (with 
a number of others) by a British 
fleet, almost in sight of her old 
home at the mouth of the Niagara 
river. 

When peace came James Crooks 
applied through the British am- 
bassador at Washington for com- 
pensation The United States

that a judgment of a New York 
court had in 1817 ordered com- 
pensation of $2,999.25, to be paid 
to the owners but that it was 
not paid because the money had 
been embezzled by the clerk of 
the court. President Monroe in a 
message to Congress in 1818 ask- 
ed Congress to pay; similar action 
was taken by other presidents; 
but it was not until 1914 that 
James Bryce, then ambassador at 
Washington, persuaded Secretary 
Knox that the time had come to 
pay the debt. An agreement was 
reached placing the value of the 
Lord Nelson and cargo at $5,000 
with interest at 4 per cent. from 
1819 to 1912, which» made a total 
of $23,664.38 

But even this did not finish the 
job. Delay followed delay and it 
was not until 1927 that the money 
was handed over to the Dominion 
government to be distributed 
amongst the heirs of the origina! 
claimants. Even then there was 
more delay. Much red tape had 
to be unravelled before the 
money was 
High Court of Ontario, but this 
was finally done January 20, 1929, 
and so the heirs eventually got 


the money, wherein they were 
more lucky than some _ other 
people, as for instance those 
British subjects who invested 
money in the bonds of the south- 
ern States

The Passing Show

The French say that “to know all is to forgive 
all". As a result of an enquiry a U.S. Senate com- 
mittee is making into the affairs of some of the 
financial barons, many a poor western farmer will 
feel a fellow feeling for poor Mr. J, P. Morgan. 
He may not own palaces in America, in England 
and in France. He may not own a_ $2,000,000 
private yacht, but at least like Mr. Morgan and his 
twenty millionaire partners he didn't pay any in- 
come tax during the last three years.

The revelation of how Mr. Charles E. Mitchell, 
multi-millionaire banker and financial adviser to 
the Hoover administration, juggled his affairs by 
selling securities to his wife at a loss, so that he 
didn't have to pay income tax in a year when his 
income was over $3,000,000, and the further revel- 
ation that the Morgan partners only paid $48,000 
income tax in 1930-31 on profits of nearly $10,000,- 
000, make it clear that rich men have opportunities 
for evading income tax that do not apply to poor 
salaried chaps whose every nickel is scrutinized by 
government inspectors. 

Apparently the trick is to sell to members of 
one’s own family or to one’s business associates at 
a loss, and in the case of corporations to sell to 
subsidiaries at a loss. 

The president of one of the Morgan subsidiaries 
admitted that in 1929 his company got securities 
from the Morgan corporation for $12,000,000 less 
than their market value. In turn, his company, 
which controls 22 per cent of the electric and gas 
business of the United States, made a large issue 
of shares whereby the Morgan house received con- 
trol. In the process of transferring money from 
the right hand pocket to the left, the income tax 
collector is fooled. Like the Irishman’s flea, 
“When you put your hand on it, it isn't there.”

No good general leaves his lines of communi- 
cation ungarded. The Morgan firm had a list of 
white-haired boys to whom it sold securities at a 
greatly reduced price from that at which it sold 
to the general public. This list would be the re- 
verse of what a type of broker calls a “sucker 
list." It ineluded gentlemen with high admin- 
istrative influence, ex-cabinet ministers, judges, 
senators and party managers. It included Calvin 
Coolidge, Secretary of Treasury Woodin, Senator 
W. G. McAdoo, John J. Raskob, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee and J. R. Nutt, 
treasurer of the Republican National Committee. 
On it was Charles Francis Adams, Hoover's Secre- 
tary of the Navy and Newton D. Baker, Wilson’s 
Secretary of War. National heroes like General 
Pershing and Col. Lindbergh were included. Noth- 
ing wrong was asked. They were merely given an 
opportunity to buy shares below the market price, 
Apparently the offer was not scorned like that 
historic endeavor by a London clubman to sell 
soverigns on London Bridge for a shilling apiece 

Nothing wrong was asked, but Mr. Raskob in 
accepting did venture to express the hope that 
some day he might be able to “reciprocate” this 


kindly act of Mr. Morgan.

political and business friends in key positions, to 
whom it extended similar favors. If the attempt 
of Senator McKellar to extend the enquiry into 
the income tax payments of former Secretaries of 
the Treasury Andrew W. Mellon and Ogden L. 
Mills, and the vast industrial empire controlled by 
the Mellon family, results in further enquiry, in-

There can be found no fault with 
the searching investigations of income tax officials 
into every dime a salaried man earns, or for the 
demand for sworn statements by employers of 
what every employe down to the office boy re- 
ceives in cash and kind, so long as similar in- 
quisition is made into the incomes of rich men 

It would be a matter deserving of exemplary 
treatment in a time like this when the poor man’s 
spoonful of sugar is taxed before he can put it 
into his tes, and cakes and pies and delicatessen 
are made the subject of a six per cent sales tax, 
should rich men be found practising the sort of 
trickery that President Hoover's financial adviser 
has confessed to, to avoid payment of just income 
tax

By this time next week, Canadians will know 
whether their Premier is to become a noble lord 
as a reward for his public service.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES INCREASING 


Any animal born with a backbone may develop 
hardening of the artries but this trouble is seen 
in man more often than in animals because the 
conditions of civilized life seem to especially favor 
the rapid deterioration of the arteries. 

Some degree of brittleness of the arteries is 
commonly found in old age and is a more or less 
common change among civilized people. How- 
ever, there has been an alarming increase in degen- 
eration of the arteries in comparatively young men 
and it is possible to find many men of forty who 
his arteries,” contains a great deal of truth for a 


The popular saying, “A man is only as old as 
ihs arteries,” contains a great deal of truth for a 
patient with herdened thickened arteries has de- 
veloped one of the strong signs of old age, while 
one with flexible, elastic arteries is truly young. 
The condition of the arteries is a better way of 
measuring age than the number of candles on the 
birthday cake. If you can learn to live so that 
you will reach sixty and still keep the arteries of a 
man of thirty you will be ahead of the game. 


A normal artery has a wall so elastic that it is 
almost like soft rubber and by means of this elas- 
ticity the artery adapts itself to the spurt of blood 
pumped through by the beat of the heart. You 
might compare the elastic artery lining to ‘the inner 
tube of your tires. As long as the rubber of your 
inner tubes is “live rubber” and gives easily you 
are all right. But if the inner tubes of the body 
lose their ability to stretch we find the arteries 
hardening, thickening and turning brittle. Deposits 
of lime may be laid down and thus the hollow in- 
ner part of the artery is narrowed and made 
smaller, The heart has a more difficult time pump- 
ing blood through the artery and an increase in 
blood pressure is required to keep up the circu- 
lation. The capillaries which branch off from the 
arteries may be included in the thickening pro- 
cess and since the capillaries reach the body cells, 
this means that the blood supply to the cells all 
over the body may be interferred with, When 
the biood supply not what it should be, the 
celis of the body are not nourished properly and 
their wastes are not promptly carried away. All 
those processes which we call life are slowed down 
and the patient becomes less alive and begins to 
grow old. This is the reason that arterial harden- 
ing and old age go hand in hand. 

The three organs most frequently affected by 
disease of the arteries are the heart, the kidneys or 
the brain. If the blood vessels of the kidneys are 
obstructed we find that the kidneys are not proper- 
ly nourished and the changes we call Bright's 
distase may take place. If the arteries of the 
brain are affected, we may find that the patient 
hes strokes of apoplexy. If the arteries of the heart 
are affected, particularly the coronary artery, the 
patient may develop a painful and dangerous 
trouble called angina pectoris. Sometimes the fine 
arteries of the eye are included and the patient's 
sight is lessened, or one of the small blood vessels

of the car may rupture leading to Meniere's 
disease, with dizziness and perhaps gradual loss of 
hearing 


Although these serious changes are so frequently 
associated with hardening of the arteries, I have 
found that patients who are willing to follow the 
right diet will steadily improve over a period of 
several years. It is entirely possible for them to 
live out their norma! lives. Most of the danger lies 
in the high blood pressure which co-exists with the 
hardening of the arteries, and by reducing the 
blood pressure to nearer normal, the patient 
sets along very well, since arterial hardening of 
itself may cause little trouble, provided it grows 
no worte (Continued tomorrow.)

It climaxed pro- 
tracted negotiations started last 
year when wheat growers of the 
American Northwest attempted to 
sell several millions of bushels of 
wheat to China, using Reconstruc- 
tion.Corporation money to finance 
the deal. The proposal fell through 
originally, however, because no 
agreement as to responsibility could 
be reached 
AS PURCHASES MADE 

The money is to be made avail- 
able to China as are 
made in the American market. At 
present prices, it was estimated at 
the Corporation, this would take 
over 900,000 bales of cotton and ap- 
proximately 12,500,000 bushels of 
wheat out of the American surplus 
The announcement said ‘about 
four-fifths of the loan will be used 
for the purchase of cotton and 
about one-fifth for the purchase of 
wheat and flour. Shipment will be 
largely in American flag vessels 
MAY MOVE SURPLUS 

It is believed this credit will be 
mutually advantageous as it 
in removing surpluses from 
the American markets and will in- 
crease China's consumption of these 
commoditions and eco- 
nomic activity in China and tend to 
contribute to world wide economic 
recovery
